During the past year there has been an 
intensification of repression that amounts to 
a massive attack (‘legal’, physical, and 
otherwise) on the entire structure of the 
Chicano movement in this state. In the past 
12 months over 100 Crusade activists or 
associates have been arrested or taken to 
court. The ruling powers in this state and 
nation have unleashed their police, media 
and courts in an effort to destroy our 
Movement. 

In thy fone month of November, 1973, we 
find a good example of this repression. Out 
of 22 days in that month during which the 
courts were open, we had /6 of our Brothers 
and Sisters scheduled to appear on Ii 
different cases on 9 of those 22 days. When 
these cases proceeded to trial we had our 
people tied up in the courts for nearly every 
one of those 22 days. 

The fact that all this has been mere 
harassment and open repression and that all 
these charges against our people are due to 
the malice of the system and not due to any 
wrong-doing on our part is shown by ithe 
fact that out of the scores of arrests and 
trials that have happened, the courts have 
only been able to convict one of our 
brothers on these phony charges. 

The latest incident took place in the 
month of January when Gary Garrison, a 
teacher at Escuela Tlatelolco, was arrested 
for investigation in an alleged attempted 
bombing incident and held on $100,000 
bond. When the Crusade organized 
community support and filed a $10,000,000 
lawsuit against the media for its slanderous 
coverage Gary was promptly released on his 
own recognizance without having to put up 
any money or property. Days later he was 
re-arrested and heid for $50,000 bond, but 
the charges were so obviously baseless tha 
the judge reduced the bond to $7,500 over 
the D.A.’s vigorous resistance. Originally 
arrested for attempted bombing and 
attempted murder Garrison is row charged 
with attempted arson, mischief and 
conspiracy! 


THE FRAME-UP IS OBVIOUS TO ALL 


Because of this, the Denver Chicano 
Liberation Defense Committee 's cailing a 
national and international day of solidarity 
with the Crusade for Justice and the Chicano 
Movement. This ‘ay will fall on March 7th 
in commemoration of the March [7th 
Massacre last year. On that day the Denver 
police used a jay-walking incident at a 
Chicano mananitas (birthday party) to 
launch a massive armed attack on Chicano 
activists and property owned by the Escuela 
Tlatelolco, a Chicano alternative school 
founded by the Crusade for Justice. Over 70 
Chicanos were arrested, several were shot 
and Luis ‘Junior’ Martinez, a dance 
instructor at Escuela Tlatelolco, was 
murdered by police. 
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We have now started publicizing this day 
and have invited several! speakers to a 
supportive rally which will be held in 
Denver.
